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Gingersnaps 

Ingredients 

3/4 cup butter, softened 

1 cup sugar 

1/4 cup molasses 

1 egg 

2 cups all-purpose flour 
2 teaspoons baking soda 
1/4 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon Mc ground cinnamon 

1 teaspoon Mc ground cloves 

1 teaspoon Mc ground ginger 
Sugar for rolling, if desired 



Instructions 

• Place butter and sugar In larger mixer bowl and cream until light and fluffy. Add 
molasses and egg and beat well. 

• Sift flour with baking soda, salt, and spices. G rag u ally add to butter mixture and 
mix well. 

• Cover and refrigerate at least 2 hours. 

• Preheat oven to 375 degrees F. Lightly grease cookie sheets and set aside. 

• Shape dough into 1-inch balls and roll In sugar. Place 2 Inches apart on prepared 
cookie sheets. Bake 10 minutes. 

• Remove from cookie sheets and place cookies on wire racks to cool.

Bob Cratchit said, and calmly too, that he regarded it as the greatest 
success achieved by Mrs. Cratchit since their marriage. Mrs. Cratchit said that now the weight 
was off her mind, she would confess she had had her doubts about the quantity of flour.

Any Cratchit would have blushed to 
hint at such a thing.
